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From  the  Headmaster 


To  The  Alumni: 

On  September  19,  216  boarders  and  26  day 
students  descended  upon  the  campus  to  be- 
gin the  200th  year  in  the  history  of  Governor 
Dummer  Academy.  This  is  the  largest  and, 
we  think,  one  of  the  finest  groups  of  young 
men  ever  to  grace  our  campus.  To  them  falls 
the  distinction  and  the  challenge  of  attend- 
ing the  Academy  in  this  significant  year. 

As  they  moved  through  the  early  days  of 
the  fall  term,  they  faced  larger  responsibili- 
ties and  found  new  opportunities.  Elsewhere 
in  this  issue  Mr.  Stone  has  outlined  many  of 
the  new  opportunities,  both  academic  and 
extracurricular,  which  are  open  to  them. 
During  the  past  two  years,  eleven  courses 
have  been  added  to  the  curriculum  and  four 
major  activities  have  appeared  for  the  first 
time  on  the  Governor  Dummer  scene.  All  of 
these  additions  are  part  of  the  long-range 
objectives  of  the  Program  of  Advance.  They 
represent  the  early  stages  of  our  effort  to 
make  life  at  Governor  Dummer  ever  more 
stimulating,  ever  richer,  for  these  students 
who  come  to  us  from  many  states  and  many 
lands.  However,  it  is  important  to  note  here 
that  this  program  does  not  envisage  further 
growth  in  the  size  of  the  school  nor  the 
stiffening  of  requirements  far  beyond  the 
abilities  of  all  but  a  select  few.  Through  in- 
creased special  sectioning  in  most  courses, 
we  have  been  able  to  meet  the  needs  of 
the  most  able  while  avoiding  overwhelming 
obstacles  for  those  with  more  modest  ca- 
pabilities. 

While  offering  new  opportunities,  we  have 
also  enlarged  the  area  of  student  responsi- 
bility, particularly  for  juniors  and  seniors. 
The  most  significant  change  has  been  the 
replacing  of  the  Senior  Council  by  a  system 
in  which  all  seniors  perform  important  du- 
ties, including  the  proctoring  of  study  halls, 
library,  and  dormitories;  supervising  the 
movies  and  school  store;  serving  as  head 
waiters  in  the  dining  hall  and  as  chapel 
deacons ;  conducting  tours  for  the  admissions 
office;  and  greeting  visiting  teams.  The 
classes  of  1962  and  1963  have  clone  a  fine 
job  in  getting  this  system  off  to  a  good  start. 

In  addition  to  the  new  courses  and  activi- 
ties, several  other  parts  of  the  Program  of 
Advance  have  gotten  under  way.  During  the 
past  two  years,  our  median  faculty  salary 
has  increased  by  approximately  30%.  Facul- 


ty and  student  living  accommodations  have 
been  improved,  and  our  facilities  have  been 
expanded  by  the  addition  of  the  hockey  rink, 
the  Mansion  House  wing,  and  the  necessary 
but  unglamorous  sewage  plant.  Ground  will 
be  broken  for  the  chapel  in  early  spring  and 
it  is  hoped  that  the  student  center  and  class- 
room building  will  follow  soon  thereafter. 

The  remaining  part  of  the  program  will 
be  the  celebration  to  be  held  on  Friday  and 
Saturday,  May  24  and  25.  On  Friday  we  will 
focus  on  secondary  schools  in  general,  pri- 
marily through  a  panel  of  college  and  school 
leaders.  The  program  on  Saturday  will  center 
around  our  key  speaker  and  will  be  more 
specifically  concerned  with  our  own  200th 
birthday.  You  will  be  learning  more  about 
the  specific  plans  shortly  after  the  first  of 
the  year.  It  is  our  hope  that  this  major  cele- 
bration can  be  of  real  service,  not  only  to 
Governor  Dummer  but  also  to  secondary 
education  across  the  land. 

At  this  significant  moment  in  the  long 
history  of  the  Academy,  I  experience  a  mix- 
ture of  emotions.  On  the  one  hand,  I  feel 
great  pride  in  my  association  with  this 
strong  institution  and  the  many  fine  people 
—  students,  faculty,  alumni,  parents,  and 
friends  —  who  are  its  life  blood.  I  have  the 
greatest  of  confidence  in  its  future.  On  the 
other  hand,  I  am  awed  by  the  great  respon- 
sibility placed  upon  us  all  by  the  challenge 
of  this  200th  year  in  the  history  of  the 
Academy  and  by  the  demands  made  upon 
us,  and  all  education,  in  these  crucial  times 
in  the  history  of  mankind. 

When  Lieutenant  Governor  William  Dum- 
mer wrote  his  will  which  made  possible  the 
founding  of  this  school,  he  met  a  major  need 
through  the  inauguration  of  a  significant 
educational  movement  in  this  country.  At  no 
time  since  his  death  has  the  development  of 
our  young  talent  been  more  important.  He 
played  his  role  well,  as  have  the  many  lead- 
ers of  the  school  over  the  years.  The  Bicen- 
tennial gives  to  us  the  moment  to  pause, 
reflect,  and  act  with  foresight  to  meet  the 
educational  needs  of  another  critical  era. 
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Chapel  Plans  Completed 

A  feature  of  Parents'  Day 
was  a  beautiful  scale  model  of 
Governor  Dummer's  proposed 
chapel  on  display  in  the  reading 
room  at  the  Frost  Building.  Mr. 
Robert  Harding  of  the  archi- 
tect's office  had  constructed  the 
model  and  obviously  had  spent 
many  hours  of  meticulous  elf  ort 
in  the  process. 

Clapboards,  shingles,  window 
panes  were  all  scrupulously 
shown.  By  peeking  through  the 
windows  one  could  even  see  the 
pews,  the  turkey  red  carpet  be- 
tween them,  the  chandeliers 
hung  above  them.  Inside  and 
out,  the  model  was  complete, 
even  to  the  tiny  little  red  school- 
house  which  may  constitute  the 
weathervane  on  top  of  the 
steeple. 

Plans  for  the  chapel  itself 
were  drawn  by  Mr.  Walter  S. 
Brodie  of  Kilham,  Hopkins, 
Greeley  &  Brodie  of  Boston,  long 
the  school  architects.  Working 
with  him  through  the  long 
months  of  planning  were  the 
Headmaster  and  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Frederick  S.  Moseley,  Jr.  of 
New  York.  Mr.  Moseley  is  a 
member  of  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees and  has  been  active  in  rais- 
ing funds  for  this  portion  of  the 
Program  of  Advance.  Mrs. 
Moseley  is  an  architect  in  her 
own  right  and  has  been  partic- 
ularly helpful. 

Detailed  drawings  and  specifi- 
cations are  now  being  prepared. 
Bids  will  be  invited  and  the 
contract  awarded  early  in  the 
new  year,  and  construction  will 
be  started  as  soon  as  the  frost 
is  out  of  the  ground  next  spring. 

By  September  1963  it  is  con- 
fidently expected  that  Governor 
Dummer's  beautiful  new  chapel 
will  crown  the  hill  where  the 
flagpole  now  stands. 


Four  New  Masters 

Join  Faculty 

There  are  four  new  full-time 
members  of  the  faculty  this 
year.  Arthur  H.  Adams  teaches 
modern  languages.  He  is  a  grad- 
uate of  the  University  of  Iowa 
'51,  earned  his  Master's  degree 
at  Northwestern  University,  and 
has  also  studied  at  the  Univer- 
sity of  Vienna  and  at  Johns 
Hopkins.  His  previous  teaching 
experience  has  been  at  the  col- 
lege level.  He  comes  to  Governor 
Dummer  from  the  University  of 
Virginia  and  is  living  on  Per- 
kins 3. 

John  F.  Henry  is  a  graduate 
of  Notre  Dame  '48  and  of  the 
Breadloaf  School  of  English  at 
Middlebury.  Previous  teaching 
experience  has  been  at  tne  Howe 
Military  School,  and,  more  re- 
cently, at  Framingham  High 
School.  At  Governor  Dummer  he 
teaches  English  and  acts  as 
corridor  master  on  Ingham  2. 

Christopher  B.  Martin  teaches 
English  and  serves  as  corridor 
master  on  Ingham  1.  He  comes 
to  Governor  Dummer  directly 
from  Harvard  where  he  received 
his  A.B.  in  June. 

William  T.  King  teaches 
Mathematics  and  assists  Mr. 
Murphy  in  the  athletic  depart- 
ment. He  comes  to  Governor 
Dummer  from  St.  George's 
School  in  Newport,  R.  I.,  and 
he  and  Mrs.  King  are  living  in 
nearby  Rowley. 

Art  Instructor  Added 

Mr.  Wilkie  has  made  the 
broadening  of  our  curricular  and 
extracurricular  offerings  a  ma- 
jor part  of  his  program.  New 
courses,  cultural  trips  to  Boston 
theaters  and  concerts,  the  com- 
munity-school orchestra  have 
been    parts    of    that    program. 


This  year,  as  a  further  step  in 
that  direction,  Mr.  Richard  M. 
Gibney  has  become  a  part-time 
member  of  the  faculty  and  is 
teaching  a  course  in  the  history 
of  art  as  well  as  running  a  stu- 
dio art  club. 

Mr.  Gibney  has  been  curator 
of  the  Historical  Society  mu- 
seum in  Newburyport,  a  success- 
ful book  illustrator  and  mural- 
ist.  During  the  war  he  was  a 
combat  artist  with  the  Marines 
in  the  South  Pacific  and  subse- 
quently was  an  art  supervis- 
or in  New  York  state  public 
schools.  Since  moving  to  New- 
buryport he  has  been  associated 
with  the  Vose  Gallery  in  Boston 
and  has  executed  a  number  of 
portrait  commissions. 

Mr.  Gibney's  class  in  the  his- 
tory of  art  is  a  half-unit  elec- 
tive open  to  juniors  and  seniors. 
His  studio  art  group  meets  dur- 
ing the  activity  period  on  Satur- 
day morning. 

Curriculum  Enrichment 

Further  steps  toward  a 
stronger  and  more  enriched  cur- 
riculum were  taken  at  the  Acad- 
emy this  fall.  In  the  Mathe- 
matics Department  a  new  Math 
5  course  is  being  taught  by  Mr. 
Sargent  to  prepare  boys  for  the 
Advanced  Placement  Examina- 
tion in  college  freshman  calcu- 
lus. The  Science  Department  is 
offering  Science  4,  a  continua- 
tion of  the  two-year  integrated 
program  in  Chemistry  and 
Physics  which  was  started  last 
year.  The  German  curriculum 
has  been  extended  to  include  a 
third-year  course. 

Three  new  minor  courses  are 
being  offered  as  electives  to  jun- 
iors and  seniors.  A  course  in 
International  Relations,  taught 
by  Mr.  Sperry  and  Mr.  Eames

of  the  History  Department,  has 
attracted  twenty-four  boys  this 
fall.  The  chaplain,  Mr.  Harris, 
is  conducting  a  small  class  in 
Religion  and  Contemporary  So- 
ciety, and  Mr.  Gibney's  new 
course  in  History  of  Art  is  sup- 
plemented by  a  studio  class  each 
Saturday  morning. 

In  the  field  of  music  the  school 
has  organized  three  ensemble 
groups  this  year,  one  for  strings, 
one  for  brass,  and  one  for  wood- 
winds. Mrs.  Robert  Pearson  is 
directing  the  string  players,  and 
Mr.  Felix  Viscuglia  is  in  charge 
of  the  other  group.  Six  boys  are 
studying  piano  with  Mrs.  Edith 
True  Marshall,  and  nine  boys 
are  taking  guitar  lessons  from 
Mr.  Roland  Moore.  The  sixty- 
voice  Glee  Club  is  continuing 
under  Mr.  Sager's  direction,  and 
a  new  Chapel  Choir  has  been 
organized  with  Mr.  Stone  serv- 
ing as  choirmaster  and  organist.

Bye,  Bye,  Red  Wing 

The  Red  Wing,  later  re-named 
the  Tobias  Lear,  you'll  remem- 
ber, is  the  old  handtub,  beloved 
toy  of  Mr.  Eames,  which  used 
to  be  rolled  out  on  the  campus 
at  Commencement,  along  with 
the  more  pretentious  but  newer 
Pepperell  and  the  Phillips  An- 
dover. 

Some  of  you  may  also  remem- 
ber that  the  Red  Wing  came  to 
South  Byfield  with  a  much 
more  serious  purpose.  In  the 
early  days  of  World  War  II  Ci- 
vilian Defense  was  taken  much 
more  seriously  than  it  is  today . 
Auxiliary  police  (your  Edito; 
was  one)  and  fire  wardens  pa- 
trolled the  darkened  streets. 
First  aid  teams  were  formed 
and  drilled;  auxiliary  fire  com- 
panies stood  by  in  every  com- 
munity. 

The  Red  Wing  was  acquired 
from  nearby  Salisbury,  painted 
and  reconditioned  to  be  the 
mainstay  of  the  Governor  Dum- 
mer  fire  company.  Mr.  Eames 
naturally  was  fire  chief;  Mr. 
Sager  was  fire  marshal. 

The  first  full-dress  rehearsal 
was  held  one  bitter  cold  Novem- 
ber afternoon.  Parsons  was  the 
site  of  the  imagined  blaze.  The; 
Red  Wing  was  wheeled  smartly 
into  place;  Mr.  Sager 's  squad 
manned  the  brakes ;  and  he  took 
up  the  count.  Faster  and  faster 
the  beat;  higher  and  higher  he 
pointed  the  nozzle.  At  one  point 
it  seemed  the  stream  might  soar 
triumphantly  over  the  ridge  of 
the  (supposedly)  flaming  school- 
house. 

And  then  whoosh,  —  the  sec- 
ond-hand hose  burst,  and  there 
stood  the  mighty  Sager  com- 
pletely drenched  with  freezing 
water. 

Through  the  awed  silence 
which  ensued  came  a  shrill  cry 
from  Commons  porch  where  Mr. 
Sager's  family  had  gathered  to 
watch.  "Do  it  again,  Daddy," 
trilled  delighted  daughter  Jean- 
ie  (now  Mrs.  Peter  Sutton). 

New  hose  was  purchased  and 
other  drills,  fortunately,  were 
more  successful.  After  the  war 
Mr.  Eames  acquired  the  Pepper- 


ell, and  Morse  Field  was  the 
site  of  some  amusing  contests. 
Then  came  the  Phillips  Acade- 
my tub  and  hose  cart  until  one 
end  of  the  big  barn  was  taken 
over  to  house  the  Headmaster's 
hobby  (sometimes  called  the 
Headmaster's  folly). 

But  storage  space  becomes 
every  year  more  valuable,  and 
every  year  brings  more  demand 
that  the  tubs  be  made  available 
for  use  in  the  popular  and  color- 
ful musters  held  on  so  many 
village  greens.  So  the  Red  Wing 
has  gone  to  Medford,  the  Phil- 
lips Academy  tub  to  Andover, 
and  the  Pepperell  to  South 
Weymouth.

Alunini  In  Education 

Your  Editor  sat  down,  one 
fine  day  last  winter,  to  study 
four  fat  notebooks  that  Web 
Dann  had  filled  with  answers  to 
the  recent  questionnaire  on 
alumni  careers.  In  mind  was  a 
second  article  in  the  series  on 
alumni  in  the  professions,  and 
I  began  listing  those  in  medi- 
cine, in  law,  and  in  education, 
—  and  the  greatest  of  these  by 
far  proved  to  be  education. 


Of  609  alumni  who  responded 
to  the  questionnaire,  fifty-one 
admitted  to  being  school  teach- 
ers. As  a  one-time  math  teacher, 
I'm  tempted  to  exterpolate  those 
figures  and  say  that  among  our 
2,124  listed  alumni,  we  probably 
have  approximately  175  school 
teachers. 

Sad,  isn't  it,  to  realize  there 
are  175  alumni  who  will  never 
be  millionaires  and  presumably 
will  never  be  able  to  give  us  new 
buildings,  new  fields,  new  en- 
dowment. On  the  other  hand, 
it  is  a  pretty  nice  feeling  to 
know  that  many  of  our  students 
have  found  something  at  Gov- 
ernor Dummer,  at  college,  or 
elsewhere  to  make  teaching  look 
like  an  attractive  career. 

Several  months  have  now 
elapsed  since  the  alumni  filled 
out  their  questionnaires  and  no 
doubt  some  have  since  moved, 
but  we  hope  they  haven't  left 
the  profession.   Anyway,   as   of 


September  1961,  there  were 
fifty-one  alumni  actively  en- 
gaged in  education  as  a  career. 

They  were  scattered  from 
Maine  to  California,  from  ele- 
mentary school  to  university, 
from  philosophy  to  agriculture. 
If  you  wish  your  son  taught  by 
a  fellow  alumnus,  there  is  al- 
most literally  no  subject,  no 
section  of  the  country  unavail- 
able. Does  he  need  a  sound 
course  in  otolaryngology?  Then 
send  him  to  Mansfield  Smith  '49 
at  the  University  of  Michigan. 
Does  he  yearn  for  faraway 
places?  Maybe  he  could  assist 
Ned  Stone  '57  to  teach  physics 
and  Math  at  the  Achimota 
School,  Ghana,  Africa. 

The  great  majority  of  our 
educators,  however,  are  to  be 
found  in  less  recondite  fields  at 
less  romantic  addresses.  Among 
the  distinguished  college  teach- 
ers (space  is  lacking  to  list  them

Not  quite,  but  they  probably 
could  if  they  chose,  for  there 
are  forty-two  of  them  on  cam- 
pus this  year.  And  if  they 
teamed  up  with  the  nineteen 
sons  of  alumni  they  might  well 
swing  an  election. 

Altogether  we  have  216  board- 
ers on  campus  this  year  and 
twenty-six  day  ooys.  The  day 
boys  come  from  Newbury,  New- 
buryport,  and  South  Byfield.  The 
boarders  come  from  twenty- 
eight  states  and  five  foreign 
countries.  If  there  were  a  prize 
for  the  most  travelled  student, 
it  would  have  to  go  to  David 
P.  Sheppard,  Jr.  who  journeyed 
half-way  around  the  world  from 
Saigon  to  reach  South  Byfield, 
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but  other  students  come  from 
Italy,  Spain,  Colombia,  and  Sau- 
di Arabia.  All  are  sons  of  Amer- 
icans for  one  reason  or  another 
now  resident  abroad. 

As  usual  a  slight  majority  of 
the  present  student  body  are 
residents  of  New  England,  but 
California,  Hawaii,  Florida,  and 
Texas  are  well  represented  as 
well  as  nearer  neighbors.  (Can't 
someone  send  us  a  bov  from 
Alaska?) 

John  Witherspoon  informs  us 
that  we  have  eighty-eight  first- 
year  boys  among  us  this  year 
and  that  they  result  from  a  se- 
lection process  that  started  with 
944  catalog  inquiries,  involved 
411  interviews,  and  365  final 
applications.  Fifty-two  of  the 
new  boys  are  freshmen,  twenty- 
eight  are  sophomores,  and  eight 
are  juniors.

Plant  Improvements 

The  greatest  physical  change 
on  the  Governor  Dummer  cam- 
pus in  the  summer  of  1961  was 
the  addition  of  the  guest  wing  on 
the  Mansion  House.  Many  of  you 
have  already  seen  that  edifice; 
some  of  you  may  have  already 
enjoyed  the  Wilkie  hospitality 
therein.  For  the  benefit  of 
those  who  have  not  at  least  seen 
it,  we  publish  on  page  6  a  re- 
cent photograph. 

The  greatest  change  in  1962 
has  been  the  construction  of  a 
sizable  wing  on  the  Cottage,  the 
small  dormitory  once  occupied 
by  your  Editor,  then  for  many 
years  by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Murphy 
and  family,  and  more  recently 
by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Miller. 

Each  floor  of  the  two-story 
addition  provides  two  spacious 
double  rooms,  two  single  rooms, 
and  a  generous  bathroom.  The 
basement  provides  a  much-need- 
ed   and    well-lighted    recreation 


room  for  the  fifteen  residents  of 
the  Cottage  and  for  their  soph- 
omore neighbors  in  nearby 
Boynton  House  and  Perkins. 

Structurally,  the  Cottage 
Wing  includes  two  interesting 
features.  The  original  building 
and  the  new  wing  were  equipped 
with  special  insulation  to  per- 
mit the  use  of  electrical  heat 
throughout  the  building.  Not 
only  space  heat,  but  domestic 
hot  water  as  well,  is  supplied 
by  electric  units;  and  there  is 
no  fire,  no  other  fuel,  in  the 
building.  (I  can  hear  erstwhile 
residents  saying,  "Thank  good- 
ness, no  5:00  a.  m.  fireman 
shaking  down  the  old  coal  fur- 
nace.") 

The  other  structural  feature 
is  the  use  of  drywall  plaster 
throughout  the  new  wing,  — 
but   drywall  plaster  backed  up

by  half -inch  plywood.  The  Busi- 
ness Manager  was  responsible 
for  that  feature.  He  was  tired 
of  being  asked  to  mend  holes  in 
dormitory  walls,  —  holes  that 
no  one  had  ever  made,  holes 
that  invariably  had  "been  there 
since  the  beginning  of  the  year." 

The  master's  quarters  in  the 
Cottage  have  also  been  very 
markedly  enlarged  and  im- 
proved. They  contain  a  much 
larger  living  room  and  above  it 
a  much  larger  master's  bedroom, 
a  new  and  spacious  kitchen,  21/2 
baths,  a  large  screened  porch, 
a  dining  room  and  one  child's 
room.  Mr.  Miller's  study  is  lo- 
cated on  the  first  floor  in  the 
double  room  across  the  hall,  and 
provisions  are  made  for  includ- 
ing the  second  floor  double  room 
in  the  master's   quarters  when 


a  larger  family  requires  more 
space. 

General  contractors  for  the 
work  on  the  Cottage  were  the 
Ould  Towne  Builders  of  New- 
bury, in  other  words,  Brownie 
Taylor  '50  and  his  partner  John 
Packer.  They  did  a  fine  job,  too. 
We   heartily   recommend   them. 

Final  (we  hope)  changes 
in  Perkins 

Perkins  1  was  also  the  scene 
of  marked  activity  during  the 
summer.  Our  own  workmen 
gutted  the  entire  north  end  of 
that  building  and  rebuilt  it  to 
provide  a  modern  and  adequate 
apartment  for  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Coolidge. 

Alumni  will  remember  all 
sorts  of  arrangements  in  that 
space.  Pep  and  Mrs.  Nash  lived 
in  part  of  it  while  boys  occu- 
pied the  rest.  Other  occupants 
included  Jim  and  Mrs.  Williams, 
Ted  and  Mrs.  Withington.  Be- 
tween times  it  was  often  occu- 
pied by  single  masters  and  more 
boys.  Then  the  kitchen  facilities 
were  usually  torn  out,  only  to 
be  replaced  the  next  year,  — 
so  often  that  the  plumber  threat- 
ened to  install  them  with  zip- 
pers. 

We  hope  the  present  arrange- 
ment is  permanent.  The  space 
has  been  entirely  re-divided  to 
provide  a  study,  a  living  room, 
a  bedroom,  a  modern  bath,  and 
a  modern  kitchen  with  an  out- 
side entrance. 

Modern  Sewage  Plant 
Under  Construction 

Less  interesting  but  perhaps 
equally  important,  the  Academy 
has  started  to  cope  with  the 
sewage  disposal  problem  posed 
by  the  heavy  clay  sub-soil  which 
prevails  in  this  area.  A  com- 
pletely modern  plant  was  com- 
pleted during  the  summer  in  the 
area  between  the  farmhouse  and 
the  big  barn.  It  will  take  care 
of  the  Cottage,  the  farmhouse, 
the  maintenance  shops,  and  the 
hockey-rink  locker  room  in  the 
big  barn.  It  includes  septic 
tanks,  dosing  chamber,  filtration

Lee  Ackerman,  '39 
In  the  years  since  his  gradu- 
ation, he  has  been  as  spectacular 
for  his  versatility  as  for  his 
success.  A  graduate  of  Harvard, 
a  twice  decorated  Air  Force 
pilot  who  served  in  every  major 
theater  of  World  War  II,  he  be- 


gan his  civilian  career  as  a  pilot 
for  Pan-American.  Then  he 
turned  to  promotion  and  writing 
for  the  Boston  Globe,  and  the 
i\  ew  York  Times,  and  finally  for 
the  Phoenix  Newspapers,  Inc. 
In  Phoenix  he  found  an  ideal 
climate  for  the  growth  of  his 
amazing  talents.  He  is  president 
of  far  too  many  banks,  insur- 
ance companies,  financial  hous- 
es, and  development  corpora- 
tions to  enumerate.  His  business 
interests  are  as  wide  as  tne 
proverbial  open  spaces  of  nis 
adopted  state.  Nevertheless,  his 
eminence  as  a  businessman  is 
more  than  equalled  by  his  emi- 
nence as  a  citizen.

Over  Groton  Highlights 

Football  Season 

The  high  point  of  the  1962 
football  season  was  undoubtedly 
the  16-8  victory  over  Groton  on 
Parents'  Day,  the  first  victory 
over  that  team  since  1954  and 
a  particularly  welcome  one  to 
the  hundreds  of  parents  on  hand 
to  witness  it. 

Jeff  Ellis'  early  score  from  the 
five-yard  line  made  it  appear 
that  the  game  might  be  a  one- 
sided one,  but  Groton  stiffened 
and  assumed  the  lead  with  a 
touchdown  and  a  two-point  con- 
version early  in  the  second  per- 
iod. The  Governors  roared  back 
and  scored  late  in  the  half  on 
a  thirty-two  yard  aerial  Ellis  to 
Terry  Golden.  Ellis  circled  the 
end  for  a  two-point  conversion 
and  a  14-8  lead  at  the  half. 

In  the  second  half  play  was 
too  even  to  give  the  Governors' 
supporters  anv  false  sense  of  se- 
curity. But  when  Garret  Leahey 
tackled  Groton's  quarterback 
Clark  in  the  end  zone  for  a  two- 
point  safety,  a  great  sigh  of 
relief  indicated  a  general  feel- 
ing that  the  game  was  in  the 
bag. 

Opening  against  St.  Sebas- 
tian's on  October  1  the  Gover- 
nors showed  real  promise  but 
emerged  on  the  short  end  of  a 
14-6  score.  Coached  by  Mr. 
Robert  Anderson  and  led  by  Co- 
Captains  Bob  Cate  and  Dave 
Hilgendorff,  the  Governors  out- 
gained  the  Saints  but  fumbled 
twice  deep  in  enemy  territory 
and  lost  two  scoring  opportuni- 
ties. 

Against  Browne  and  Nichols 
on  October  6  the  Governors  be- 
gan a  four-game  winning  streak 
which  they  continued  against 
Moses  Brown  on  October  13  and 
at  Milton  on  October  20.  In  the 
second  half  of  the  latter  game 
the  Governors  displayed  an  of- 
fensive capacitv  that  gladdened 
the  hearts  of  all  those  who  made 
the  trip.  Terry  Golden  scored 
early  in  the  half  after  takins? 
a  lateral  from  Ellis,  Maier 
sprinted  25  yards  for  another 
touchdown,  and  Co-Captain  Hil-

gendorff   added   a   final   one   on 
a  pass  play. 

The  Groton  game  on  Parents' 
Day  made  a  fourth  straight  win, 
but  unfortunately  the  streak  was 
broken  on  the  following  Satur- 
day by  St.  Mark's  at  Southboro. 
On  a  rain-soaked  field  the  Gov- 
ernors scored  but  one  touch- 
down to  St.  Mark's  three  and 
emerged  on  the  short  end  of  a 
22-6  score. 

The  final  game,  against  Bel- 
mont Hill  in  the  Byfield  Bowl, 
was  pretty  much  a  repetition 
of  the  previous  week's  contest. 
Again  there  was  rain  and  mud, 
—  such  mud  as  you've  seldom 
seen.  After  the  second  or  third 
play,  one  team  could  scarceh 
be  told  from  the  other,  one 
player  from  his  opponent.  Nev- 
ertheless, there  was  some  fine 
running  and  some  fine  passing. 
Governor  Dummer  scored  twice, 
Belmont  Hill  five  times.  And 
there  was  little  doubt  that  we 
had  played  host  to  one  of  the 
finest  teams  in  New  England 
and  had  given  them  a  good 
battle. 


Langenbach  Scores 

Coach  Fenn's  harriers,  now  in 
their  second  year  of  competi- 
tion, have  already  made  a  name 
for  themselves  in  cross-country. 

At  the  interscholastic  meet  at 
St.  Paul's  School  in  Concord, 
New  Hampshire,  the  Governors 
placed  sixth  among  thirteen 
schools  in  their  class,  with  Cap- 
tain Ranny  Langenbach  leading 
the  entire  field  by  a  generous 
margin.  Over  the  same  course 
on  the  preceding  Saturday,  in 
a  dual  meet  with  St.  Paul's, 
Ranny  had  set  a  new  course 
record,  and  at  Exeter  on  October 
24  he  was  followed  across  the 
finish  line  by  Bucky  Foss  and 
Wes  Williams  in  2d  and  3d  spots. 

In  their  earlier  meets  the  Gov- 
ernors had  been  narrowly  de- 
feated by  the  Andover  J.V.'s 
25-34,  and  by  Moses  Brown  23- 
36.  In  their  final  meet  and  their 
only  home  appearance  Captain 
Langenbach  kept  his  record 
clean  by  taking  first  place; 
Bucky  Foss  took  second,  Wes 
Williams  fifth,  Steve  Rolfe  sev- 
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enth,  and  Alex  Brody  eighth  for 
a  23  point  total  and  a  clean-cut 
victory  over  the  visiting  Law- 
rence Academy  harriers. 

Coach  NaviDS  Cries  Wolf 

And  no  one,  of  course,  be- 
lieved him.  But  for  once  he  was 
not  exaggerating.  When  the  soc- 
cer season  opened  on  October  3 
he  had  not  a  single  letterman 
from  last  year's  team  to  hearten 
his  inexperienced  squad  as  they 
faced  the  mighty  Phillips  Acade- 
my at  Andover.  To  be  sure  Ted 
Cook,  Bob  Fitzpatrick,  and  Dave 
Caldwell  were  there,  but  they 
were  benched  for  the  season  by 
injuries.  It  was  no  wonder  that 
Andover  scored  five  goals ;  the 
wonder  was  that  the  Governors 
held  them  to  five  and  scored  one 
of  their  own. 

Heartened  by  a  3-0  victory 
over  Noble  and  Greenough  at 
Dedham,  the  Governors  bore  up 
bravely  through  the  longest  win- 
less  streak  in  memory.  But  they 
were  steadily  gaining  experi- 
ence and  power.  Browne  &  Nich- 
ols, Brooks  School,  and  St. 
Paul's  humbled  the  Big  Red  but 
gave  them  experience  and  con- 
fidence which  won  them  a  tie 
against  Milton  on  Parents'  Day 
and  a  1-0  win  over  Belmont 
High  in  the  following  week. 

Then  Tabor  and  Medford 
High  squeaked  out  narrow  one- 
point  wins  over  the  impatient 
Governors. 

But  that  ended  it.  Old  Master 
Navins  had  had  enough,  and  so 
had  his  charges.  They  rose  in 
their  wrath  on  November  3  and 
knocked  off  undefeated,  league- 
leading  St.  Mark's  at  Southboro 
2-1.  Just  to  prove  that  victory 
was  no  fluke,  they  ended  their 
season  by  tying  Belmont  Hill 
1-1. 

Late  in  the  season  Mark  Petri 
was  elected  captain  of  the  team. 
By  that  time  the  usual  starting 
line  included  Don  Stone  in  the 
goal;  Bob  Mann  and  Bob  Mc-

bed,  chlorination  plant,  and  pro- 
duces a  sterile,  odorless  liquid 
effluent  which  can  be  discharged 
to  the  Parker  River  without 
pollution. 

Under  construction  presently 
is  a  much  larger  plant  which 
will  take  care  of  the  main  cam- 
pus. Located  in  the  area  between 
the  Peirce  Hall  tennis  courts 
and  Middle  Road,  it  removes 
all  sewage  and  all  nollution  from 
the  area  between  Phillips  Build- 
ing and  the  Turnpike.  Because 
space  for  an  adequate  filtration 
bed  is  not  available  in  the  area, 
this  plant  is  what  is  known  as 
an  aerobic  digestion  system.  It, 
too,  produces  a  final  effluent 
completely  sterile  and  odorless. 

This  plant  will  be  the  third 
item  to  be  completed  in  the  Pro- 
gram of  Advance.  Preceding  it 
were  the  Frost  Rink  and  the 
Mansion  House  addition.
